BILL REACHES SENATE.

WASHINGTON, April 10.—Are the 

products of petroleum on the free list 
as the Payne tariff bill passed the 
Howse, or are they dutiable? 

This is a question that is troub- 
ling the legislators of the lower house 
of Congress tonight. Mr. Norris of 
Nebraska, and a few others who were 
foremost in the fight for free petro- 
leum and its preducts, are contending 
that products such as gasoline, vase- 
line and nearly two hundred ar- 
ticles, will be subject to a duty. 

Chairman Payne of the Ways and 
Means Committee, however, contends 
that refined petroleum, specifically 
mentioned in the free list as the bill 


petroleum products will be 
free of duty. This resolution, he says, 
would remove all doubt in the mat- 
ter and he says will not delay the bill 
in its consideration by the Senate. The 
Congressional Record, showing the 
proceedings of the House yesterday, in- 
dicates that it was the inteption of 
the House to place petroleum preducts 
on the free list. 

Speaker Cannon, Mr. P. and Mr. 
Dalzeli of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, are recorued as saying that the 
effect of the amendment by which the 
countervailing duty proviso on petro- 
leum and its products was stricken 
from the bill would have the effect of 
placing all of them on the free list.

EXPLOSION AT ONTARIO CAUSE 
OF EARLY BLAZE. 


Twe Peoolrooms and Bakery De- 
stroyed—Merchants Fearing Lower 
Part of Town Would Fall Prey to 
Fiames Throw Goods Into Street. 
Upland Department’s Quick Run. 


ONTARIO, April 10.—The explosion 
of a gasoline stove in the rear of the 
Eagle Café, No. 130 South Euclid ave- 
nue at 5:45 o’clock this morning, came 
near to causing one of the most disas- 
trous fires in the history of this place. 


“The prompt work of the fire depart- 


men, however, saved the entire portion 
of the town Iying immediately south of 
A street, on Buclid avenue. The Ron- 
ertson Block, a two-story frame struc- 
ture, containing a poolroom and bakery 
downstairs and sleeping rooms above, 
was totally destroyed. A one-story 
frame building adjoining the café on 
the north, and occupied by L. R. 
Hawk's poolroom was partially burned. 
The fire started in the old part of 
town, where there is a row of dingy 
frame buildings, and at first it was 
thought that the entire lower portion 
of town would be wiped out. One of 
the buildings contains the City Livery 
and the horses and equipment were 
rushed to safety, and merchants in 
other stores began throwing their goods 
into the street. An emergency call was 
turned in for the Upland department, 
and Chief Gordon Day of that place 
quickly responded. Just twelve min- 
utes after the call was received the 
hose cart and firemen arrived from 
Upland, and rendered valuable assist- 
ance in putting out the fire. Charles 
Sikes furnished his speedy trotting 
horse to bring the cart to Ontario, 

The owners of the stores destroyed 
earried no insurance, and buildings and 
contents are a total loss. 

Only last week several hundred feet 
of wew hose and new i fire-fighting 
equipment were added to the depart- 
ment here. Without these the men 
would have been unable to cope with 
this morning’s conflagration. -

Dust-laying Contrivance at Santa Ana 


May Take Place df Street 
Sprinklers. 

SANTA ANA, April 10.—On Monday 
the street department will put in 
operation a machine that may come 
into use in every city in the State to 
take the place of water sprinklers. 
Waterworks Superintendent Reid and 
Street Superintendent Ward have 
Placed a two-and-a-half-horse-power 
gasoline engine on &@ wagon attached 
to a thirte@n-barrel ojl wagon. From 
the olf talk they will pump heated 
gil into an apparatus that will shoot 
tiny streams under 100-pounds pres- 
sure into ‘the road surface. 

The effect is to oil the dust from be- 
neath, allowing It to, settle and mix 
with the ofl and making K possible 
to use the street immediatelw after the 
application of oil. The machine will 
work a great saving. One oiling a 
summer, three barrels to the block, 
will be sufficient. In years past this 
city has run five sprinkling wagons 
for seven months @ year at an ex- 
pense of $75 a month a wagon. The 
oll shooter will reduce the cost of lay- 
ing dust one-half.

CITY CHANNEL. 


TWO PROPOSITIONS PUT BEFORE 
WILMINGTON PEOPLE. 


Bond Issue Prevides for Dredging 
to Depth of Eighteen Feet, But it 
Is Desired to Accommodate Deep 
Draught Vessele—Work Can Be 
Done Now Cheaper Than Later. 


WILMINGTON, Apri! 10.—A meet- 


jing of citizens was held last night to 


consider the question of dredging the 
municipal channel to a depth of twen- 
ty-five feet instead of eighteen, as is 
now under contract. A good represen- 
tation of the people was present. Trus- 
tee Opp outlined the matter in a de- 
tailed form. It is proposed to bond 
the city for about $60,000. Two propo- 
sitions for dredging were offered. The | 
firet.is for deepening the municipal 
channel from the south city limits 
to Water street to a depth of twenty- 
five feet: This is for the purpose of 
admitting deep draught vessels. It 
was stated that the connecting chan- 
nel between the Wilmington line and 
the government turning basin, a dis- 
tance of 1200 feet, will be dredged by 
the Banning Company. It was also 
stated that the work of deepening 
could be done much cheaper now while 
the dredger was at work on the pres- 
ent contract than to walt. until the 
first 


work will be about $34,000. In the pre- 
vious bond issue $55,000 was’ set apart 
for the dredging of this channel and 
of the turning basin at the foot of 
Canal street. The entire plans for the 
channel can be completed with this 
added amount. 

The second proposition submitted 
was to dredge a channel from the Ban- 
ning Campany’s Mormon Island chan- 
nel to Banning street, where ft would 
be connected with the channel now be- 
ing dredged by the Consolidated Lum- 


ber Company. This would greatly fa- 
eflitate the t enterprises which are 
to be located on that channel. One of 


these is the Pacific Lumber Company, 
which will have an assessed valuation 
of $200,000. This has secured twenty 
acres of the land owned by the Con- 
solidated Company and ten on Salt 
Lake property. It will put In stock 25,- 
000,000 feet of lumber. The value of 
the plant will be over $1,000,000. 

The cost of this channel by dredg- 
ing to a depth of eighteen feet was 
estimated to be $26,000. 

The only objection raised against 
the bond issue concerned the possi- 
bility of consolidation with Los Ange- 
les, which F. 8S. Cary and a few others 
are pushing. 5S. M. ‘Quimby, A. Young 
and others raised thejpoint that ft 
would be unwise to oaine on the 
property owners another bond issue, 
which they would have to pay, and 
then immediately afterwards sur- 
render the whole thing, with its reve- 
filles, to Los Angeles.

FIERCE FIRE ON SHIP. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Japanese Are 
Thrown Into Panic and Lives

WATER SUPPLY AMPLE. 

The water supply is always most im- 
portant {mn Southern California. The 
system supplying ‘Beaumont is very 
complete and most modern in every 
detail, The entire system consists of 
130,200 feet of steel and cement pipe 
lines. The main tine, conveying the 
water from the sources of supply and 
distributing it over the territory, fs 
13,200 feet in length, with 
‘fourteen, twelve and eight-inch  di- 
ameters. The fall is sufficient to more 
than equal city water pressure. Fifty- 
six thousand feet distribute the water 
about the town, and 36,000 feet of six 
and eight-inch pe carry it to the 
newly-planted orchards., Plans are ail- 
ready mapped out for laying an ad- 
ditional 40,000 feet of various size this 
year, making a grand total of thirty 
miles in all. 

The water ts secured in two cafions 
about seven miles from town. Here 
several wells have been sunk to depths 
of from 300 to feet, and these have 
tapped seemingly an inexhaustible 
fiow of water. This flow is the drain- 
age from the vast slopes of Mount 
San Bernardino and “Grayback,” two 
peaks 11,000 feet high, in the mountain 
range of the former name. 


MODERN PUMPING PLANTS. 


Several pumping plants have been 
installed. Plant No. 1 is three and 
one-half miles from town, at an eleva- 
tion of. 3000 feet. It consists of three 
wells, respectively 325, 335 and 345 feet 
in depth, which are pumped by an 
Ingersoll-Rand air compressor, operated 
by a ninety-six-horse-power Western 
gas engine. The wells’are now being 
equipped with “twenty century” air 
lifts, which are being installed’by F. J. 
Kimball of this city. Plant No. 2 is five 
and one-half miles from Beaumont, at 
an elevation of 3500 feet, 1000 feet 
higher than the town. It is equipped 
with a forty-horse-power Fairbanks- 
Morse gas engine, and one two-step, 
140-tinch Byron-Jackson centrifugal 
pump, which operates in the. shaft 
of an artesian well. 

The capacity of the wells, after tests 
made last season, varying from thirty 
to sixty days apntinuous pumping, 
gave a record of 175 Inches to plant 
No. 1 and 125 inches to pliant No. 2. 
An additional water supply is avalil- 
able in Edgar Cafion of sixty inches, 
throughout the driest time 


year. Ten imches are obtainable in 
surface flow from Noble’ Cafion 


throughout the year. Water-bearing 
lands are also found tn Wallace Cafion, 
which has been purchased recently by 
the Beaumont Land and Water Com- 
pany, which now controls all water- 
bearing lands adjacent to the town. 
Engineers state that the amount of 
water produced from Edgar Cafion can 
be increased to 550 inches by the du- 
plication of the present equipment and 
development. A total of 181 new 
water connections have been made in 
Beaumont since October, 1907.

Although not the gang of iniquity 
alleged by some of the noisy reform- 

ers, our police force is a demora!- 

ized. 

Individually, the seis are of a high 
average; but they are fearfully. in need 
of discipline. It's a machine whose 
boits have shaken loose. 

The new Chief will find hig little 
army eaten through and through with 
intrigues; undermined by cliques, con- 
spiracies, secret factions trying to 
undo one another—a network of po- 
litical wires supposed to render cer- 
tain sets of police officers immune to 
discipline. 

He will find patrolmen arrayed in. 
feuds against the detectives, and the 
detectives against plain-clothes men. 

What's needed is a commander with 
iron discipline. 

The police need to be “shaken down” 
until they have no time nor courage 
for scheming against the “boss’’ or 
against each other; but have their 
hands full han. Bad to escape the wrath 
of some one they thoroughly 
dread and fear. This is the only 
icine for a half-rebellious military or- 
ganization, 

A police force is essentially a mili- 
tary organization. 

POOR DEPARTURE. 

The present demoralized condition of 
our police is, in the main, due to the 
departure from the military idea and 
from certain vital. military principles. 

For instance, one of the sources of 
demoralization is the childish jealousy 
among the policemen over “getting 
credit’ in the newspapers for mak- 
ing arrests. 

Suppose that John Blank, janitor of 
a store on Broadway, is suspected of 
petty thievery. 

A complaint is made by the store 
owner and is turned over to the de- 
tectives, who investigate the circum- 
stance, fasten the guilt upon John 
Biank, who is missing from his job. 

The police are generally instructed 
to “pick up” the missing janitor. Next 
day, one of them arrests him in a dis- 
tant part of the city. 

He brings the culprit to jail, but 
John RBlank’s case is turned over to 
the detectives. 

It is the detectives who appear in 
court against John Blank, and the 
detectives who “get their names in the 
papers.” The policeman gets proper 
credit in police records. 

Bitterness over a little cheap noto- 
riety is one of the most demoralizing 


The point lies very deep—at the 


The men hanker after newspaper 
notoriety because they no longer con- 
sider official praise from the com- 
mander the highest honor. 

They no longer look forward with 
proper eagerness to ‘“‘mention in or- 
ders” from the: “Big Smoke” because 
the Chief's office no longer is held in 
cither fear or great respect. 

This latter fact is true because the 
men have come to regard the Chief 
as an official whose hands are abso- 
lutely tied and who is sure to lose his 
job before lang—in fact, as a rather 
unfortunate “goat"’ being fattened for 
the slaughter. 

They have come to regard the mem- 
bers of the Police Commission as their 
real masters, and to regard these com- 
missioners as belng swayed more by 
political considerations than by a de- 
sire to enforce impartial military dis- 
cipline.

These things are simply fatal to dis- 
cipline, and would demoralize the fin- 
est police force or military organization 
that ever wore a uniform, 

NEED OF MILITARISM. 

The obvious remedy iz to restore the 
police force to a military basis: to 
make the Chief the absolute master, 
beyond whom there can be no appeal. 

The patrolman should be made to 
understand that the sergeant of his 
watch and the lidutenani of district 
are, to him, final and a'solute; that ne 
may not carry any matters to higher 
officers without explicit permission of | 
his immediate superiors. Most of al’, 
social gossip between officers and men 
must cease at once. It is absolutely es- 
sential that a wide eulf be created 
between the rank and tlie and those im 
authority. 

This is best done not by brutal se- 
verity; but by a system of honors and 
ceremonies between officer and man. 

Policemen would sniff with scorn at 
these details as being “poppycock”— 
but they are not “poppycock.” The,

Times undertook te yisit the jobbing 
houses engaged in certain’ more or less 
exclusive lines. After rambling about 
through 200 blocks of territory for a 
period of five hours and actually inter- 
viewing thd heads of about thirty-five 
houses, he discovered his task was 
only begun. 

The lines represented by these visits 
were: Five wholesale grocery houses, 


jexclusively devoted to this particular 


business; four-or five wholesale drug 
houses; two or three houses handling 
vehicles of various kinds; one or two 
immense general hardware and metal 
companies: three whose business is 
teas. coffees and spites: two establish- 
ments whose line is hats: four men’s 
furnishing goods firms; one very large 
wholesale dry goods house properly so 
called; several milliners: one 
or two handlers of glass, crockery, 
china and household furnishings gen- 
erally. At the end of his excursion the 
writer found he had covered about 

one-third of the wholesale and jobbing 
houses of the city. 

There are houses here devoted ex- 
clusively te importing teas, coffees and 
spices, roasting the coffees, grinding 
the spices and making extracts of va- 
nilla, lemon'‘and similar goods used in 
every household. These establishments 
have their own buildings on their 
own grounds, constructed purposely 
for the uses of the firm and fitted up 
with every bit of the most modern and 
perfect machinery known to those dif- 
ferertt trades. 

One great hardware and metal com- 
pany was established more than a 
quarter of a century ago in a small 
way with moderate capital, which at 
the present time is capitalized for $1,- 
500,000. Its business has extended 
from Southern California in a semi- 
retail way so as to embrace all the 
Southwest and on down into Mexico. 
In the past few years this house has 


increased its business four oor five 

times. 
Like the tea and coffee ses, this 

establishment reaches El aso and 


Denver with its trade. But this is not 
a primary market for metal goods, al- 
though it is a primary market for tea. 
The tea houses import their various 
types of teas direct from the Orient, a 
good deal of it coming through San 
Pedro, Of course the coffee is imported 
partly through New York, as the Java, 
Mocha and such grades generally come 
from that quarter of the globe. 

The pure-food law, whatever may be 
said of its excellent effects, works 
hardship in some instances, It for- 
bids the sale of what has been hereto- 
fore known as Java coffee under the 
name Java. As a matter of fact little 
coffee has ever come from the island 
ef Java, and not the best, From the 
neighboring island, also part of the 
Dutch West Indies, of Sumatra the 
‘really good coffee, known as Old Gov- 
jernment Java, comes. The soil is bet- 
ter and the berry in every way su- 
perior, as is also the flavor. The dear- 
est of the coffees known as Javas come 
that way, but they now must be sold 
as Sumatra coffee. 

IMMENSE CONCERNS. 

There are five wholesale grocery 
houses In the city. One of them was 
established in a small way over fifty- 
five years ago, and has been practically 
under the same management from that 
time to this. It has in its employ one 
person who has spent twenty-six years 
constantly at the same desk, and an- 
other one who has been with the house 
twenty-eight years.

of newness of life. The event will be commemo- 
rated today wherever the sun sheds his beams on 
our globe, although it be but for an hour and amid 
ice and snow. Easter will be celebrated in places 
where not a bursting bud yet’ speaks of the resur- 
rection of nature from its cheerless winter tomb. 
The greeting, “He is risen,” will be given and an- 
swered on the frozen banks of the Yukon as cheer- 
ily as around the green fields and flower-decked 
hedgerows of Southern California. 

Nowhere,: not even at Jerusalem or Bethlehem, 
will, natyre harmonize with the sentiment of the day 
more than in this fair land by the far western sea. 
Judea was the Orient, the Sunrise Land; we are in 
the Farthest Occident, the extreme Sunset Land. 
But extremes meet. The Easter lilies bloomed near 
the tomb of Joseph of Arimathea, but not in greater 
glory than here where two thousand years later the 
resurrection thought was carried by those ‘who in 
a long line of succession repeated the story of what

HE OIL TARIFF. 

It is bad news from W that the 
House of Representatives has voted to admit oil

, R. BLISS CARMAN AND POE. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Bliss Carman 
should now see fit to inject a discordant note into 
the nearly unanimous chorus of praise that accom- 
panied the centenary of Edgar Allan Poe. Mr. Car- 
man is certainly a little late in the field, but perhaps 
a solitary entrance with its consequent focusing of 
public attention is not ungrateful to the writer of 
today. 

Now if Mr. Carman had any seriods or weighty 
criticism to offer, if he carried with him any useful 
addition to current refiections upon Poe, anything 
novel, whether constructive or destructive, we should | 
welcome his arrival however tardy it might be. 
But we fail to find anything of the kind. If he 
had merely a remonstrance to offer for our long 
neglect of a great poet we should accept it cheer- 
fully as being wholly in accord with our present 
and creditable attitude of self-reproach. But he 
does nothing of the sort. On the contrary he seems 
to our tardy recognition of neglected genius 
and from that high platform to which it has pleased 
an inscrutable providence to call him he warns us 
that all this fuss is really not worth while. Per- 
haps Mr. Carman fears that the adulation of Poe 
may be at the expense of contemporary merit and 
that the men of today may be overlooked in the new 
perspective of the past. However that may be, Mr. 
Carman tells us that Poe was not great, or thatat the 
most his greatness was relative to his times and is 
now outworn. Let us compare him, he says, with 
the old lumber that is' now laid away in the places 
where old lumber belongs, to be preserved, per- 
haps, as a relic or for a sentiment, but neither for 
its utility nor for its beauty. Bring it out into the 
sunlight, he calls us in effect, look at it with un- 
obstructed vision, clear your minds of the senti- 
ment that is so objectionable to the true poet and 
see how worthless it all is. Here are his words: 

“Bring these old furnishings out into the light 
of day some fresh morning, set them up on the 
waktrons where the sun of common sense and the 
air of life can get at them, brush away the dust of 
sentiment, regard them without flinching, and ask 
 migee Sg say honestly what good they are to you 

r - 


The question of cui bono may well be left to in- 
dividual answering, but who. would reply 
should be careful of their reputations lest per- 
chance silence would avail them best. There are 
those who will confess unashamed that art of any 
kind has no value for them, knowing no other 
standards of value than the dollar mark. If Mr. 
Carman has never been able to extract any artistic 
values from Poe, that would seem to be a matter 
rather for his own silent and solitary searchings 
of heart than for the publicity of print, and he has 
even some reason to fear that posterity may won- 
deringly attach that confession to this name, to 
the exclusion of Poe’s. To find no value in Poe 
is not one of those self-revelations that we hasten 
to offer for the edification of the literary world, nor 
do we usually hasten to proclaim such things from 
the . There can be no other rejoinder than 
lifted eyebrows and shrugged shoulders. The whole 
English-speaking wor!d has found art values in the 
writings of Poe and has long since answered Mr. 
Carman’s question of “What good are they?” past 
all possibility of reopening. Nor is there any need 
to discriminate between the prose and the poetry 
since the prose could have been written only by 


a poet. 

It is true that the rehabilitation of Poe has pro- 
ceeded somewhat slowly in his own country, thanks 
to the “New England Conscience,” and its unwilling- 
ness to recognize that genius does not always wear 
the white flower of a blameless life. Conscience, and 
especially of the self-righteous variety, is not al- 
ways logical and‘ until the last few years it has 
availed little to urge in Poe’s defense that his moral 
lapses injured only himself, that he was innocent 
of wrongdoing to others, that he was kind, gentle, 
and tolerant, and that never at any time did ‘he

“Hamlet” is hardly even a name. 

Searcely less is Poe's fame among the non- 
English-speaking peoples of Europe. Ten years ago 
George Brandes said that the influence of Poe was 
supreme in French literature and he has never been 
contradicted because it is incontestably true. James 
Huneker has spoken somewhat to the same effect. 
German literature also owes a great debt to Poe fora 
broad and indelible mark upon its pages. Even while 
his memory was ostracized in America it could never 
be obliterated; his was always the most picturesque 
and interesting figure in our literary annals. It is 
no mere passing fancy of sentiment that has now 
placed the laurels upon his forehead. Literature is 
one of those rare commodities that gain vitality 
from their own worthiness and from nothing else,

ULL FOR THE HARBOR. 

The Times this morning presents to its read- 
ers a sketch of the wonderful expansion of the 
jobbing trade of Los Angeles, intending to 
how great a distributing center this has grown to 
be and how wide the sphere reached by the jobbers 
of the city. 

For example, we have developed here 
market for the whole country in teas.

Our merchants are also reaching out for trade 
into Mexico and Central America, by rail into 
Northern Mexico and by ship all along the west 
coast of the continent down to Panama. 

The recent opening of the Tehuantepec Railroad 
has given a marked impetus to trade along the 
Western American coast. The completion of the 
Panama Canal will multiply it a hundred times. 

The enterprising merchants of the city who would 
extend their trade coastwise along Western America 
find themselves handicapped by the incomplete con- 
dition of the inner harbor at San Pedro. The 
American-Hawaiian line of ships, ahd the new line 
about to be put on by the Bates-C rough Com 
pany of San Francisco, both. draw much water 
to into our inner harbor. To send goods to 
San Pedro and then lighter them into the outer 
harbor involves an extra handling of them, an ob- 
stacle hard to overcome. The last line, referred to

This is a 


west coast of America around the Horn to New 
York. When these ships are sailing on schedule 
time from San Francisco they will create trade as 
far down as Valparaiso on the west coast of Amer- 
ica, and no doubt in time they will find it con- 
venient to stop along the eastern coast of South 
America at large places such as Buenos Aires and 
Rio de Janeiro. When the canal shall have been 
finished that will be made a distributing point and 
trans-shipments will be made to steamers plying 
southward along both coasts. | 
There is a great demand in the East for Cali- 
fornia crude asphalt for various purposes, particu- 
larly street making. But this-asphalt cannot cém- 
pete with the material from Trinidad because of 
the railroad freight rates across the continent. The 
new line from San Francisco purposes loading this 
material and would take it in at San Pedro if the 
ships could get to the dock. Not being able to do 
so, they will carry it in smaller boats to San Fran- 
ciseo and transfer it there to the large ships going 
around the Horn. 
Now here is a practical thing to take hold of. 
The merchants. are doing everything in their power 
to build up this city’s foreign trade. As it is now, 
the American-Hawaiian line puts in at San Diego 
and there lands material intended for Los Angeles. 
If the channel leading to our own inner harbor 
were deepened three or four feet these ships could 
enter. When the deepening of the channel shall 
have been accomplished and wharves built on the 
inner harbor we shall have a great increase in our 
foreign trade in and out and our merchants will be 
able to do business in a larger way over a larger 
sphere and add to the wealth of this community. 
The need is to look ahead half a dozen years to 
the completion of the canal. When this route be- 
tween the oceans shall have been opened there a 
radical revolution will be created in the trade of 
the whole world. The traffic between Europe and! 
the far Orient is nearly all done at the present time 
through the Mediterranean Sea and the Suez Canal. 
When the Panama cut shal] have been finished a 
great deal of that trade will come westward from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. Competition between 
steamers from New York and other Atlantic séa- 
in the United States and the railroads for 
Coast business will result in a material 
of the cost of transportation.

HE NATIONAL HIGHWAY. 

It seems an opportune moment to call atten- 
tion again to the great practical results that would 
follow the construction of the national highway 
across the continent of America. 

We referred to this matter some weeks ago, out- 
lining the course of such a road as running from 
New York south of the Great Lakes by Chicago 
and thence almost directly west to Omaha and by 
the easiest line through Salt Lake to San Francisco. 
We could scarcely hope to divert such a line at 
first to our own Southern gates. 

But if we can get the great undertaking once 
started and in process of construction, intervening 
States will immediately take up the work of con- 
necting the various State highways with this na- 
tional route.- It would be a very simple thing to 
run a line southward from Salt Lake, or some point 
farther west in the State of Nevada, which would. 
connect with State or county highways in California 
and thus open up to traffic a vast area of territory. 

Roads are, as they always have been, the vital 
elements of civilization, because they make traffic 
between distant points practicable. Trade is the 
greatest of all civilizers, humanizers and _peace- 
makers. Trade is the only thing which gives inspi- 
ration to industry and adds to the value of every 
square foot of fertile territory in the world. 

Our wholesale merchants are reaching out vigor- 
ously by rail for trade and building up important 
business away as far east as the valley of the great 
continental rivers of America. Every new line of 
railroad adds to the back country contributory to 
this city and opens a market for our products as 
well as one in ‘which we may obtain raw materials 
for industries here and farm products not to be 
had in sufficient quantity, if at all, at home. 

The world for the last three-quarters of a century 
has yielded to the idea that for land transportation 
and inland commerce the iron way is indispensable. 
The invention of the automobile has modified thig 
theory. With smooth, hard roads an auto truck 
can be made to do the work formerly done by an 
ordinary freight car, or nearly as much. Even 
young men among us can easily remember the time 


| when the freight carload was held to be ten tons. 


A powerful auto truck can easily handle half such 
a load, and it is not impossible with excellent roads, 
where the grades are not sharp, for the motor to 
pull two such cars, drop one at a heavy grade and 
go back to get it. 

The freight train makes no more than ten or 
fifteen miles an hour, and the auto truck would not 
lag very far behind it. When we consider the 
saving of capital in the cost of a thoroughly good 
highway as compared with that of a modern rail- 
road it is easy to see that a smaller load and less 
speed will be quite as economical in the case of 
the auto route. The auto truck requires no second

Structed a large number of sailing ves- 
sels involving an investenent of many 
more millions. .Most of these boats 
were designed to carry lumber only. 
Many Of them were built by stock com- 
panie® whose holdings are distributed 
in small amounts among clerks and 
employés in the lumber business. Un- 
Ger the high rates that prevailed for 
& number of years these vessels were 
very profitable. Since rates began to 
tumble, however, the profits of many 
of these companies. have gone g)iim- 
mering. I am now paying assessments 
on stock in vessels which two years 
ae yielding large dividends.

“The lumber from the old 
tuberculosis ward has been stacked in 
the ravine just back of the hospital, 
with orders to burn all of it that was 
not needed in the temporary structure 
in the excayations, 

‘This lumber is. reeking with tuber- 
culosis bacilli, but this did not daunt 
the Mexicans, and in epite of a strict 
vigil they have carried off armloads 
of it to build additions to their homes." 

Pending the completion of the new 
buildings, a temporary structure has 
been erected connecting the old oper- 
ating-room and surgical ward with the 
rest of the hospital.

“Ite conclusion, based on the strong 
dance rhythm which is employed at 
the end of the work, is wonderfully 
powerful, and, speaking for myself, | 
have ecarcely ever been so moved by 
any music. The composer seems to

has published it at once as a separate 


number. 

“The great scene between Plektra 
and Clytemnestra Is introduced by an 
extraordinary Zwischenspilel, repre- 
senting the passing of the priests and 
the sacrificial animals, noisy- in the 
extreme, but tremendously appropri- 
ate. The furious music which actom- 
panies the disinterring of the ax is 
followed by the appearance of Orestes 
to solernn strains which remind us of 
those attached to Jvokanaan in ‘Sa- 
lome.’

As to Christmas, no 
scholar has been able to establish the fact that the birth 
of the Savior took place on December 25 or at any date 
close thereto. It is different with Easter Day. The 


Passover incident to the changes brought about by the 
arrival of the Messiah, an event to which the Hebrews 
always looked forward in connection with their own 
Passover festival. The fact that the ancient “people did 
not receive Jesus of Nazareth as the fulfillment of that 
promise does not affect the discussion. The twelve apos- 
tles who carried Christianity among the Gentiles were 
all of Hebrew origin, and they did receive their Master 
as the promised descendant of David. | 

So in the coincidence between the flower festivals of 
paganism and the resurrection festival of Easter among 
the Gothic races there is a coincidence which made the 
incorporation of the two feasts into one entirely easy. 

The resurrection of the Savior may be regarded as the 
all-important matter of fact whose establishment would 
set at an end all discussion as {o the nature, the mission 
and divine authority of the Christ. We nave four ac- 
counts of this fact as assumed by tne churches to have 
taken place. The authors all claim to have been eye- 
witnesses of the event. They were all close to Jesus of 
Nazareth before the crucifixion, and they all claim to 
have seen and conversed with Him after His resurrec- 
tion. The Gospel narrative in its fourfold shape has 
been exceedingly carefully analyzed by men of the great- 
est ‘intellectual acumen, accustomed to the closest dialec- 
tic reasoning, many of them lawyers accustomed to 
weigh\.evidence by the rules prevailing in the courts. 
It cannot be disputed by skeptic or unbeliever that the 
very general consensus of opinion among those who 
have thus examined the account is that there is no dis- 
coverable flaw or important contradiction in the four 
stories, that the weight of evidence in favor of the fact 
is very grave. . 

But important as these matters are from the point of 
view of controversia! discussion, they after all need not 
‘greatly trouble the mass of people unable for them- 
selves to examine the origina! documents, to go into the 
question of ancient manuscripts, their agreements and 
“variorum readings.” Whether we think of the day in 
its Teutonic suggestions of the rising of the sun or in 
its Latin connections with the feast of flowefs, it is a 
season of brightness, of promise and of hope. We are 
of the northern hemisphere, and all our religious insti- 
tutions and inspirations are of that half of the globe. 
It is with us today the season when the earth is bright- 
est and most beautiful, the flowers are bursting from the 
sod in the coldest regions of our half of the earth, the 
aqays growing longer and the sun more ardent. 

With our pagan ancestors back before the days of 
Christianity the thought of reviving life and the hopes 
of an immorta! life naturally came up most emphatic- 
ally at this season of the year. The earliest Christian 
writings are full of this conception of the day. St. Paul 
has many references to newness of life, to rising from 
the dead, to the entertaining of livelier hopes and 
brighter conceptions of life in connection with the Jay. 

Our age is a practical one and the most prominent 
feature of our old national life is a practical one. We 
need not trouble ourselves with to us impossible inves- 
tigation as to the fact or manner of the resurrection of 
the Savior, nor need we go too nicely into any fruitless 
inquiry as to when or how we ourselves shall rise from 
the dead at a future time and in a future world and to a 


future state. Applying the practical ways of our own 


‘time and nation to the célebration of Easter Day, we 
' ean all, following the analogy of nature, rise from death 


in sin to newness of life in righteousness. That is a 


_ daily, momentary, personal act of which we are capable 


at all times in our lives. We rejoice in having been 
born and granted the privilege of living a life capable of 
so much pleasure and joy as that which we are passing 
through. But it is quite human that we should select 
our birthdays for special reflection upon the many privi- 
leges bestowed upon us by birth into this life. 

The humblest man and woman in America today, and 


little children who have just learned to run about and 


talk, may all receive great benefit this Easter Day by 
an earnest effort.on their own part to rise from the gead 
now, not to try to look ahead into an impenetrable fu- 
ture and worry their minds as to the possibility or other- 
wise of their bodies rising from the grave, but to real- 
ize that their souls can rise from al] that is dark and 
low and inhuman about them now, today, to a plane 
where the flowers of virtue bloom and the songs of 
everlasting rejoicing may thrill the hearts of all who 
aim to be good. = 

We can all have our Easter Day now, our resurrec- 
tion day in this present life. We can rise to newness of 
life, newness of purpose, and of effort to live more be- 
coming rational beings than we have been doing before. 
It is the little things, the plain, everyday duties, that 
constitute life, and it is the performance of these little 
daily duties that makes character, and character is that 
which is immortal. No man’s earthly achievements 
shall live forever. As the saying is, “there were great 
men before Agamemnon.” There were civilizations be- 
fore our own, religions before Abraham prophesied or 
Jesus preached. But the dust of long-gone ages hides 
from mortal eve forever the tombs of conquerors and 
kings. The past has swallowed up and left no trace of 
ancient religions, philosophies and churches. There is 
not left on the earth a vestige of the riches of Croesus. 
Very few people trouble themselves about the philos- 
ophy of Plato. But while everything else may perish, 
character will not. We can all have an immediate ris- 
ing from the dead, a newness of life and a formation of 
personal character which we may conceive to be our real 
immortality.

the dividends paid. In 1905 every cotton mill in Japan’ 
paid from 10 to 40 per cent., and in 1906 there were ten 
companies which paid all the way from 16 to 45 per cent. 
In 1907 there were two which paid 50 per cent.; and 
the Tokio Grand Yarn Company has paid as high as 70 
per cent. Nearly all these companies are adding to their 
surpluses and are charging off good amounts to the de- 
preciation of their buildings and machinery. 


Cotton Weaving. 


So far the Japanese have not done a great deal in 
weaving cotton, but they are now making enough sheet- 
ing every year to carpet a road as wide as Pennsylvania 
avenue, in Washington, for a distance of 60,000 miles. 
‘Such a carpet would reach twice around the world at the 
equator and leave more than enough over to coyer a 
similar pathway through its center. There are now a 
number of large mills with something like 10,000 looms. 
They grew rapidly during the war with Russia, for the 
army then needed quantities of goods and the prices rose. 
The cost of blankets went up 100 per cent., and some of 
the milis were kept busy making khaki. Of what the 
war required, it is estimated that Japan supplied 70 pe 
cent., and only imported 30 per cent. | 
In addition to the work of the weaving factories, an 
enormous amount was done in the houses on hand looms. 
There are now almost a million homes in which weaving 
is carried on, and there are hundreds of thousands of 
|-people who work these. The number was more than a 


more and more of the work is being done in the facto- 
ries. It is this houseweaving industry which consumes 
a@ great part of the cotton yarn manufactured here, and 
it is on hand looms that the most of that which is ex- 
ported to China and Korea is woven. Many small mills 
are springing up, some worked by steam and others by 
water power and electricity. The center of the weav- 
ing industry is about Osaka, which is also the center of 
the spinning industry. That city has more than 20,000 
houses in which weaving is done. It has scores of large 
factories, and the smoke from their stacks makes the 
town seem more like Pittsburgh than any in Japan. 
Osaka is now as big as Philadelphia, and it has grown 
greatly within the past eight years. 

Japanese Matting. 


This region is the center of the matting industry. 
There are many factories about Osaka Bay and here in 
Kobe which make millions of yards of matting for ex- 
port and millions of mats for home consumption. The 
Japanese do not use matting like that exported to the 
United States. The most common carpet here is made 
up of white straw woven into mats an inch thick, a yard 
wide and two yards long. These mats are the unit of 
surface measurement for almost everything. The rooms 
of the houses are rectangular and their sizes are esti- 
mated at the number of mats it takes to cover them. 
When a man orders a house built, he directs that it be 
one of so many mats, and the cost of construction is 
based upon that estimate. These mats are bound with 
black cloth, and as they fit close the floor is-covered 
with a number of these white rectangles surrounded by 
black. Japan uses over 14,000,000 such mats every year, 
and also 3,000,000 or 4,000,090 pieces of ordinary mat- 
ting of the same shape. The value of the whole is sev- 
eral million dollars. | 

As to matting for export, the manufacture of that be- 
gan less than twenty years ago, and it now brings in 
something like $5,000,000 a year. Almost the whole of 
this export is to the United States, our purchases of 
Japanese matting annually amounting to something like 
20,000,000 yards. The most of this is cheap and coarse, 
but other varieties are as fine as a Panama hat. They 
are now making new patterns with raised figures. I 
have just ordered a roll sent home which looks like 
brocaded silk woven of straw. ; 

This matting is made out of a reed which grows about 
here. It has no knots and is much like rice, although 


the same way, and is well dried and bleached before it 
is sold. The matting is dyed with aniline coors. It is 
woven like cloth, but all the pieces have to be put in by 
hand. The work is tedious, and of the finer verieties 
two men and an assistant can make not more than three 
rolis per month. 

The Japanese are now weaving beautiful straw rugs 
in flowers and other patterns, and these are exceedingly 
cheap. I have bought some about six by ten feet in size 
at 50 or 60 cents each, and the highest price I have paid 
for any matting is less than 20 cents gold per yard. 


The Native Cottons. 


The most beautiful cottons made here are intended for 
native consumption. They are not much more than a 
foot wide and are artistically printed in designs far 
different from the loud figures used on the goods in- 
tended for the United States markets. The cotton crepe 
for home use is beautiful and it would have a big sale 
in the United States for curtains if it were sent there. 
The Japanese use it for their everyday summer kimonos. 

Another interesting manufacture of cotton is that 
which the native people employ here for toweling. 
These have gay figures printed in white and blue. Every 
firm: has its own design, and not a few of the native 
hotels give away towels of this kind to their guests, 
Within the past few years quite a craze has sprung up 
among the foreign ladies visiting Japan to make collec- 
_ tions of these towels, and I know many who buy pieces 
of them for use as fancy table cloths and napkins. '

OBSERVANCE MORE GENERAL THAN 


ELSEWHERE IN EUROPE. 
By a Special Contributor. 
USSIA, of all the northern countries, is the most 
R strictly orthodox in its observance of Easter. The 
Keeping of Carnival—or “Butter Week,” Lent and 
Easter, is almost universal throughout the country. 
Underlying this fact, there is a reason. 

To us in Southern California, the Easter Mly—for 
the time—takes the place of the reigning rose, the pop- 
pies are deeper-hued and more abundant, the mustard 
a little taller, perhaps, than in the preceding months. 
The new hat succeeds the old, the gown is fluffier, pos- 
sibly a shade gayer in color; yet to all external obser- 
vation, there is no very definable line between the Eas- 
tertide and the season before it. Even its spiritual sig- 
nificance is. not a marked one. 


If we could realize the absolute breaking of the bonds 
of winter, the coming forth of the springtime, with its 
warmth and flowers, that the Russians know, we might 
feel, like them, that in very truth the Easter was the 
“gladdest day of all the glad New Year.” 


What Christmas is to the English, Germans and 
Americans, Easter is to the Russians. It is a time for 
family reunions, and the general bestowal of gifts. 
While most of these presents are egg-shaped, or in- 


ceivable size and value, some of them being very ex- 
pensive affairs. One of these gigantic Easter eggs, de- 
signed as a gift, contained a brougham. We have never 
heard of an automobile encased in an eggshell, but 
doubtless such things will follow. 3 


Carnival (or Butter Week) is a general holiday time 
with the Russian. In the rural districts a fantastic 
figure is constructed. They call it Masslianitsa (the 
Butter Goddess.) The peasants drive this figure about 
on a gaily-decorated sledge, singing special songs and 
horovode (folk choruses) which are heard only at this 
time, At the end of the week, the Butter Goddess is 
burned, and a formal renouncement of pleasure for the 
week preceding Easter is made. In the towns, the favor- 
ite outdoor recreation for Carnival Week is found on 
the artificial ice hills. 

An article of diet found in every household during 
this week is a sort of unsweetened pancake, called 
blinni. 

While the educated Russians are not so strict in their 
abstinences and penances as formerly, their customs 
would seem very rigid to us, for during Lenten week 
even fish is forbidden on many days. 

The most lax Russians rigorously observe one week 
of Lent—usually Holy Week—if no more. 

Concerts are the ogly permissible source of enter- 
tainment during the Lenten season. The imperial] the- 
aters usually remain closed for the entire forty days; 
and dances and big social functions are unknown. Even 


bling are not indulged in. 


During Holy Week the churches are crowded with 
people seeking absolution from their misdeeds. They 
have a somewhat unique custom of asking forgiveness 
from friends and neighbors for any slight or wrong to 
them, before going to the confessional. It is thought 
_that in this custom originates the Russian word 
“prastchayti” (forgive) which is equivalent to our word 
“good-by.” 

The greatest, most solemn festival of the Russian 
year is ushered in with the Easter eve. At the mid- 
night mass, every church is ablaze with candle light. 
The shrines and icons are brilliantly illuminated, and 


taper. It is a most brilliant scene. The military and 
state officials appear in parade uniform, fashionable 
men and women wear evening dress, and the general 
populace come in Sunday attire. 

After the midnight benediction, comes the blessing of 
the “passka” (breaking-fast-bread,) which consists of a 
small saffron cake, a toy pyramid of stiff curds, and 
an egg—the products of the three representative sources 
of man’s food, the earth, the cow, and the fowl. This 
triple “bread offering” is brought by the devout peo- 
ple for the blessing of the priests, carried home after 
mass, and served on the Easter-morning breakfast ta- 
ble, as a symbol that the Lenten fast is at an end. 

The Russian word “Vosskreisinye” (Sunday) means 
resurrection. In this land of rigorous winters, Easter 
means not only a commemoration of the rising of 
Jesus from the dead, but their own spiritual reawaken- 
ing, and the coming to life again of all Nature. Free- 
dom from winter’s ice chain is sudden, and the liber- 
ated world blooms out as by magic into verdure and 
fragrance.

The chancellor's witty speech being ended. Lord Cur- 
zon in his gold-encrusted robe lifted the new doctor to 
a seat among encircling rows of crimson gowns, and 
Kipling came forward in turn.

These statues, as the admiral might have observed, 
were each of them carved out of a single block of 
stone, in every case representing the human form only 
as far down as the hips, where they were cut squarely 
off to make a secure bass for standing upon. Some of 
them were forty or fifty feet in height, and they wore on 
their heads great cylindrical crowns of reddish volcanic 
tufa. in aspect they were all very much alike, eyes 
deepset under beetling brows, long noses, lips slightly 
pouting, and an expression of portentous gravity. 
When, as happened in some instances, the platforms 
were set upon lofty cliffs, the images resting almost on

Ninety-three statues were counted inside of the crater, 
these forty were standing up, completed and 

to be transported to the platforms for which they 
were intended. Says Mr. Thomson: “The work of 
lowering the huge images to the bottom of the crater, 
and thence over the wall and down into the plain below, 
was of great magnitude, and we are lost in wonder 
that so much could be accomplished by rude savages, 
ignorant of everything in the way of mechanical appli- 
ances. The statues average in weight ten or twelve 
tons, but some are forty tons or over. From the bot- 
tom of the crater they were transported up over the 
_ wall, and thence to various points all over the island.” 


Another group of workshops, found on the west side 
of the volcano, was much more extensive than that 
inside of the crater. They were arranged in terraces 
one above another, with unfinished images on each, and 
155 statues were counted here. Scattered over the 
bear-by plain were a large number of effigies, all lying 
face downward—just as they were left, apparently, 
when the mysterious catastrophe interrupted their re- 
Moval to their respective platforms. But why face 
downward, when obviously it was easier to drag them 
On their smooth backs, and safer for the sculptures? 

The supposition is that the statues were lowered to 
the plain by a system of chécks and wedges, and that 
they were then dragged by the brute strength of a mul- 
titude of men, pulling on ropes of native hemp, over a 
toadway made slippery with grass and seaweeds. To 
Place the image upon its platform, an inclined plane was 
built of earth of the requisite height, and up this the 
Stone effigy was drawn until it could be tilted into po- 
sition. Finally, the great cylindrical crown was rolled 
up the slant and put upon the head of the image, which,

picted. Visitors, in and around Manila usually avail 
themselves of the opportunity to see the Filipino con- 
ception of it. 

The churchyard is crowded. Refreshment and flower 
booths occupy it, for the ceremonies last until the late 
afternoon and people who have come for -many miles 
must be taken care of. 

Crosses have been set up since Good Friday, with the 
body of Christ and the two thieves upon them. Slen- 
der ladders reach up their entire length, to facilitate 
the bringing down of the body of Christ to the bier 
upon which it is to be placed. 

There are padres everywhere. One assumes the re- 
sponsibility of the perfectness of the ceremony, while 
his helpers stand ready to aid him in any difficult mo- 
moment. Men, women and children stand about in 
open-eyed wonder. 3 

When with great tenderness the Christ reposes on the 


| bier in the center of the church, when the crown of 


thorns presses cruelly into His head, they throw them- 
selves down upon their knees, cover the image with 
flowers and kisses and wipe the red-painted wounds 
with their handkerchiefs or bits of lace which are for- 
‘ever after preserved as charms against evil and sick- 
ness. 

In some places, wh skepticism might creep in, a 
brown Christ is substituted for the usual imaged one. 
This the Filipinos accept with alacrity, believing Christ 
to have been created in the likeness common to them. 

For hours after the crucifixion, the faithful linger 
near the church. But the processions that form carry 
them away either as a part of them or at least as a 
follower. Bands playing music which we would con- 
sider irreverent, but which the Filipino believes to 
be as sacred, and necessary, are placed at various dis- 
tances from one another in the parades which carry 
Christ and the Virgin about pueblo or barrio. 

In Manila, the procession lasts for hours. Thous- 
ands and thousands of friars, with the archbishop at 
the head, those of the faith at the foot, lead the way 
‘through miles of streets, until they at length enter for 
further service and ceremony the Dominican Church 
within the walled city. 

Magnificently-gowned images flashing with jewels, 
heavy with brocades, infant Christs and the Virgin 
Mary are held aloft by the padres, the numbers of 
which m to have no ending. A ton of candles are 
used to light the procession through the thorough- 
fares and are carried by the citizens and citizens’ wives, 
mothers, and children. Filipinos, Spaniards and Ameri- 
cans for this one night walk very humbly side by side 
in the dust of the streets. 

When all Manila has fed her eyes on the wonderful 
spectacle, the church is entered and countless numbers 
of people crowd into it for a final sight of the images 
and for the blessing of the priest. Street-car traffic is 
stopped on streets through which the procession passes, 
and there is silence over the city until the day is done. 

Despite the jealousy and favoritism the people show 
toward their images and Virgins during the year, all 
dissension is forgotten on Easter Day, when Our Lady 
of the Rosary and Our Lady of the Immaculate Con- 
ception and Our Lady of Peace and Good Voyage be- 
come but the one Virgin. 

That this favoritism reaches a height here which is 
little short of ridiculous can perhaps be illustrated best 
by a recital of the dissension among the clergy when 
the Philippine Islands were trying to name their pa- 
tron saint. The people took up the matter, and a gen- 
eral misunderstanding of canonical ethics was the re- 
sult. 

It had long been held by popular belief that the cor- 
-Onation of Our Lady of the Rosary would establish the 
fact that the image within the Dominican Church was 
the patron saint of the islands, for she had been held 
as such since the year 1756, at which time the 
victory over the Dutch fleet was celebrated by the Span- 
fards. The victory was given a miraculous turn by the 
fact that three Spanish galleons overcame seven Dutch 
men-o’-war in a fight that lasted from the month of 
March of that year until the latter part of Septem- 
ber.

Korea is an interesting country, -the people are so 
utterly dead on their feet that there has been little or 
no progress for ages, and my own judgment is that it 
is most fortunate that the ‘government is now to be di- 
rected by capable and energetic Japanese. It was my 
good fortune to be present at a garden party and ban- 
quet given His Excellency Marquis Ito in Seoul on No- 
vember 25, 1905. 


» It was a perfect day. as perfect as we ever have, and 
the assemblage was brilliant and the enthusiasm great. 
It would weary you to describe it in detail. I had the 
pleasure of meeting the Marquis and other Japanese of 
prominence, each introduction convincing me more 
fully of the greatness of the leaders in both civil ard 
army life. 

A railway is now in operation between Fusan tn 
Southern Korea and Wi-ju on the Yalu River, the north- 
west boundary of the empire; it passes through Seoul 
and Ping Yang, one of the oldest cities of earth. Au- 
thentic history shows it to have been the seat of a king 
57 B.C., and well-authenticated tradition says it was 
a city 3200 years before our Savior was born. 


The general appearance and the never-to-be-forgotten 
odors convinced me that it was certainly older than 
Los Angeles, and almost as nasty as some of our streets 
have been at times. | 


Walled cities such as Seoul, Ping Yang, Liao Yang, 
Tie Ling and Mukden are exceedingly interesting. The 
Yalu River is long and broad, on its upper waters are 
vast forests of pine, the logs are floated down the river 
to Wiju, where a great sawmill works day and night, 
under government direction. Coal, gold, silver, copper 
and lead abound in Korea, as they do in Manchuria. 

We journeyed from Japan direct to Dalny, Manchu- 
ria, by a government steamship, and made Korea on 
our return trip. Dalny is destined under the new state 
of things to become a great city with a vast commerce. 
Its docks of concrete are among the largest in the 
world, in their present incomplete condition they dock 
eleven large steamships at once. : : 

The bay is not a perfect harbor. There are but few 
such in the world, but it is a good harbor and large 


enough for its unquestioned future greatness. I counted 
| thirty-six steamships at anchor, and eleven at the docks, 
and ten times as many would not seemingly crowd the 


anchorage ground. 

The plan of the city of Dalny is a little like that of 
Washington, D.C. I judge it admirable for a great 
population. The buildings are chiefly of brick, rather 
poor in quality, imposing in external appearance, but 
wretchedly arranged interiors. You might safely say, 
Queen Ann outside and Mary Ann inside. 

It is forty miles from Dalny to Port Arthur by rail. 
The country is a rolling treeless region, even more bare 
than the hills and small valleys that constitute the 
San Juan Capistrano region. | 

Port Arthur can never become a great commercial 
port: the harbor area is so small it can accommodate 
few vessels. I viewed the surrounding country from 
Golden Hill, one of the greatest fortifications in the 
world. It seemed to me most remarkable that Port 
Arthur was ever captured. The men-of-war sunk in the 
harbor were all invisible to the Japanese gunners, yet 
so perfect was their knowledge of the harbor, so accu- 
rately had their maps been made during their own oc- 
cupation following the war with China, that Port Ar- 
thur was doomed the day the bombardment began. 

The journey north from Port Arthur to a point 100 
miles north of Mukden, which was the front of Japa- 
nese advance, was of great interest. 

Manchuria is a vast and fertile country. The great 
valley of the Liao River is fully as large in area as the 
Sacramento or the San Joaquin Valley. To the east 
could be seen the lofty mountains that divide the drain- 


‘age of the Liao and the Yalu rivers; to the west the 


eye met the horizon on an unbroken level. Bituminous 
coal measures lie to the east of the railway, one vein 
now being worked is 100 feet in thickness, and others 


| are fifty feet thick. There are great iron deposits in

I would weary you were I to write of the world’s

Near NMukden, the ancient capital of Manchuria, are 


the tombs of the emperors of the Ming dynasty. An 


avenue of great stone figures guards the approach, rep- 
resenting elephants, camels, horses, ministers of state, 
in pairs, alternately standing and kneeling. This weird, 
gray line of watchers extends for fully a mile up the 
center of a valley, lonely, silent, boulder-strewn, and 


shut in by barren hills. No human habitation dese- 


erates, no voice breaks the eternal silence of this City 


of the Dead, where the mighty conquerors sleep un- 
disturbed. 

At the upper end of the valley, marked by trees, are 
grouped the tombs, magnificent templé-like pavilions, 
tiled with imperial yellow, and supported by wooden 
pillars, each hewn from a single trunk. First among 
these tombs is that of Emperor Yung Lo, who in 1426 
transferred the court from Nanking to Peking, the 
northern capital. 


The coast cities of China proper were taken in, both 
going and returning from the Philippines. If there is 
any place on earth where the ugliness of the people 
and the filth with which they are surrounded exceeds 
Shanghai, Amoy and Canton, I care not to see that 
place. I shall never forget the stinks, nor the hatred 
toward “foreign devils’* manifested in the faces of the 
Chinese of those densely-populatd cities. 


Shanghai is the only place where decent hotel accom- 
modations can be had, unless it be Macao, and Hong- 
kong (which is an English city with a large Chinese pop- 
ulation.) 

The universal opinion among Americans who have 
lived long in the Orient is that trouble is coming, and 
that America, England and Japan should in alliance 
keep open the door of China. Japan may direct govern- 
ment affairs in China, at some time, if a Japanese does 
not actually sit upon the imperial throne. They are 
progressive and create commerce; the Chinese are the 
direct opposite. 

The few Chinese who go abroad become educated in 
western ideas and ways, returning to China with its 


400,000,000 of superstitious, ignorant fanatics. If they 


return and try to take a prominent part, to become 
leaders, they stand about as much chance of success as 
you would of finding one solitary grain of sand thrown 
on the seashore midst countless billions of similar 
grains. : 

There are no great docks in the ports of China proper. 
Large ships anchor twenty miles from Shanghai, one 
mile from Amoy, and even Hongkong docks only the 
small river craft. 


Macao, some sixty miles from Hongkong, is under 
Portuguese government. It is reasonably clean, has 
beautiful drives and excellent hotels. It is the finest 
resort in China. 


I toured Luzon on horseback, looked over the pro- 
posed government railway scheme, and like the blind 
horse the deacon was selling, when asked if the horse 
wasn’t blind, reluctantly said: “Yes.” “Weil,” said 
the questioner, “why did you not say so at first?” 
“Well,” said the deacon, “the least said about it the 
better.” So it is with Luzon, and the entire archipel- 
ago, the less said about them the better. I was greatly 
disappointed. Most extravagant statements have been 
made about the soil, the timber, the coal, and other fea- 
tures; statements made in pitiful ignorance of the rea! 
facts in the case. a 

The natives are the nearest to utterly worthless of 
any race or peoples I have ever seen or heard of; shift- 
less, gamblers, devoid of morals, and treacherous. This 
describes the great mass of the Filipinos. No doubt 
many of the mixed breeds are fit to be classed with 
decent people. 

As to the climate and a place for an American to 
live, there isn’t money enough in circulation to offer 
me a position in Luzon that I would accept. To really 
appreciate the almost perfect conditions under which 
we live here in Los Angeles, one needs just such a trip 
as I have so poorly described. 

There is a market in all the large cities of the Ori- 
ent for our citrus fruits. They have very few oranges 
and none to compare with ours, and their lemons are 
very inferior. I should judge that a trade might be 


developed worth while. All of the butter used in the 


Orient is either French or Australian, put up in two- 
pound sealed tins. Condensed milk and cheese in 
small packages is a promising trade. California wines 


would be a fine substitute for the inferior French brands 


so generally used. 

The trade for the above-mentioned articles is with 
the cities where there is a large foreign population. I 
visited the stores everywhere looking for American 
goods, and found tinned meats from the great packing- 
houses and condensed milk from Missouri or [llinois. 
I should expect from what I learned about the taste 
of Chinese of the better class that canned fruits might 
find a market. American flour from Oregon is every- 
where.

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Story of the Cross. 
THE Piace Ir Has HELD IN His- 
TORY, ART AND LEGEND. 

- By a Special Contributor. 


T this season, when people of many races and 
| tongues are meditating on the cross of Christ; 

when long services are being held in memory of the 
world’s greatest tragedy on Golgotha, and processions 
are solemnly marching to the stations of the cross, bear- 
ing banners and crucifixes, and bowing reverently be- 
fore altars and pictures commemorating the sorrowful 
walk to Calvary; when in the Holy Land thousands of 
pilgrims from every nation are treading the very “Via 
Dolorosa” on which He trod as He left the Holy City 
forever, carrying His cross to the “Accursed Hill” out- 
side the walls, it may be of interest to consider the 
history and traditions of this wonderful symbol in the 


name of which so much has been wrought of world wide | 


| ters of emperors and princes. It became the proudest 
ensign of knightly rank. The. greatest warriors were 
proud to see the cross on the hilts of their swords as 
well as on the banners under which they fought. It 
also became a sign of merit for valor and bravery—a re- 
ward for deeds of honor, as the iron cross of Prussia 
established by William III for patriotic bravery in war. 


It was and is worn also as a protection in times of 
trouble to denote the consecration of those devoted to 
the aid of the suffering and the needy, as by the mem- 
bers of the Red Cross Society. In Crusaders’ days, be- 
ginning with Peter the Hermit, in 1094, starting out to 
deliver the Holy Land from the dominion of the Infidel, 
the brave warriors were thus named because of the red 
cross they wore as badges on their right shoulders. 

The archbishop’s crozier, the ensign of his office, is 
the staff with a cross head, distinguishing it from the 
“pastoral” staff of bishops and abbots which have a 
shepherd’s crook. 

Thus has been experienced the saying of Justin Mar- 
tyr, 80 many years ago, that “the Sign of the Cross was 
impressed upon the whole of Nature. There is hardly

good to humanity, and, alas! also of great harm through 
Christian fanaticism. 

Perhaps there is no other object on earth about which 
there has been more controversy, more dissensions and 
more superstitions than about this one great object for 
reverence on the one side, and for derision on the other. 
No other sign or symbol! has been so universally used, 
and by so varied races as this one simple and primitive 
sign of the cross. 

Ever since the crucifixion it has left a strong impres- 
sion on the history of the nations and has been revered 
in the religion of all the sects bearing the name of 
Christ. It has been surrounded by traditions and mys- 
ticism and endued with supernatural and miraculous 
attributes. It has”been taken as the emblem of a faith 
under the banner of which great deeds of heroism have 
been done, as in olden days when pioneer messengers 
of the story of the cross, filled with religious zeal, en- 
tered bravely into uncivilized and barbarian lands, fear- 
lessly ignoring great dangers. 

The influence of the cross so entirely filled the minds 
of its followers that it became the center subject of the 
paintings of the old masters and in time permeated not 
only the spirit of this art, but also that of architecture, 
for we find throughout the great Christian architecture 
of the Middle Ages and in all forms of medieval decora- 
tion this sign of the cross standing out conspicuously. 
The very foundations of the edifices which were erected 
in commemoration of faith in this symbol followed the 
lines of a cross, so that the very walls from their foun- 
dations upward might carry with them as they rose the 
image of the sacred sign, to receive its crowning figure 
displayed in the ridge line of its roofs. Crosses, in an 
endless variety of forms still surmount the loftiest and 
finest parts of the architecture of the cathedrals and 
churches of Europe. Above the tombs of the departed or 
even in the pavements of the church above the monu- 
mental vaults in these cathedrals this same sign pro- 
claims the faith of those who rest beneath. 


Being the keynote and the “glory” of the Christian 
religion, this emblem soon became prized in other direc- 
tions besides those ecclesiastic. With the triumph of 
Christianity the cross at once was recognized as a uni-

ing depicting the Holy Child’s expression of His love— 
“So wide is my love.” 


An interesting instance of Nature having taken this 
sign is on the Mount of the Holy Cross in Colorado, 
where a remarkable phenomenon is presented. A cross 
is carved on the “everlasting hills” in a manner beyond 
any human graving, and set on the pinnacle of the world 
as though in view of all passers-by in all time. Here 
on one of our highest mountains stands this sacred sym- 
bol, towering above all earthly banners. Here it, stood 
long ages before Jesuits or Puritans ever landed in this 
country filed with zeal for the cross. Thus centuries 
before man dwelt on the earth and could uphold his ban- 
ner with the sacred symbol upon it, Nature herself had 
raised the sign high above man’s reach, even up among 
the clouds. : 

It is interesting to note the various changes in the 
form of the cross which were brought about as time 
went on. From the plain rectangular one, which is the 
simplest form and is known as the Greek cross with 
even-lengthed arms, the Latins deviated in having the 
head and arms shorter than the trunk. The Maltese is 
more ornamental by having equal-lengthed arms all 
starting from a center point of intersection, increasing 
in width to the outer edge. The Ionian cross is the 
same form as the Latin with a circle clasping the four 
arms. The “Jerusalem: cross” is an elaborated form of 
the Greek in each angle of which is another cross, the 
ensemble representing the five wounds of Christ. Our 
very modern Swastika is among the most ancient forms 
of Christian decorative art under the name of “Filfot.” 
It was at one time a Greek symbol called Gammadion, 
being composed of four Gammas. It is a historical cross 
and existed long before Christianity had been founded. 
We find it used, not only in our era, but even much ear- 
lier, as a religious and mystic symbol in the mythology 
of primitive people. It is found among the relics of the 
Peyptians, the Assyrians, and the Persians, in India and 
among the Scandinavian races of the North. In the 
middle .ges and in crusaders days the cross was the

HOW THE SHIP WENT DOWN. 


THRILLING STORY OF AN EXPERIENCE ON A NEW- 
FOUNDLAND SAILING VESSEL. 


In Harper’s for April, George Harding, the author, 
writes dramatically of the sinking of the ship on which 
he sailed with the Newfoundland sealing fleet. His ex- 
perience was uniquely perilous. The ship was crushed 
like an egg in the ice. 


“On the bridge were the captain and watch anxiously 
awaiting the chance to head the ship out of the. moving 
ice into the stationary pack of which the big sheet 
was part. The bowling lay on the barricade, ready for 
heaving when the crew should bé ordered on the floe to 
haul the ship’s head around. Aloft, the spyman 
searched the gloom for signs of a hull in the confused 
and tremendous waste. 

“Then there came a terrific crush. The vessel, caught 
in the trench between the raftering sheets, was power- 
less to escape. The smash of breaking timbers rose 
above the gale, as a great corner of ice crushed the 
vessel's side amidships. The captain and watch rushed 


to the engine-room; it was filled with steam, the in-

Oldest Toll Gate. 
ONE OF LONDON’s Most CURIOUS 
LINKS WITH THE Past.

MONG curious mementoes of the past which still 

adorn—or, as some consider, disfigure—the streets 

of London are a number of ancient toll gates. 
Some of these old barriers date back as far as the elev- 
enth century; and there is one in the East End of Lon- 
don which can trace its ancestry to the year 1135. This 
toll gate still remains, not, of course, the actual mate- 
rial of the first obstruction across the little thorough- 
fare known as Abbey Lane, but its counterpart; and 
tolls are still collected on state occasions with much 
pomp and ceremony. 


This is, in fact, the oldest toll gate in England. It was 
erected in the first instance by the monks belonging 
to the abbey of Stratford Langthorne, one of the earli- 
est Cistercian foundations in England. The abbey in

those early days held most of the lands on which the 
present Whitechapel is built. In fact, the name White- 
chapel itself is considered by some to be derived from 
an early religious structure of this order which stood 


in the open fields—now covered by the seething life of 


the East End. 


Curiously enough, this old toll gate at the top of Ab- 
bey Lane still possesses many ancient privileges, and 
the gatekeeper is a person of some importance. Even 
the London County Council has no power to open the 
gate without the official consent of the keeper; and 
some time back the fire department had no rights, 
though this latter restriction has been removed. 

Perhaps the best known of the old toll gates which 
still remain is one which stands to the left of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral. This gate is always kept locked. Recently, 
a box with a key, covered by a glass plate, was placed 
beside the St. Paul toll gate owing to the fact that one 
of the buildings facing the cathedral was on fire re- 
cently, and the firemen could not reach the conflagra- 
tion, Owing to the barrier across the road. The St. Paul 
toll gate is not one at which money is collected, but 
acts only as a bar to the traffic, so that the archdeacon 
may have quiet in his residence facing the gateway. 

At the old Abbey Lane toll gate, the traffic is wise 
enough to pass around the other side of the barrier by 
a public thoroughfare and thus escape the toll. And 80, 
the gatekeeper and his barrier are left severely alone, 
except on one or two official occasions when it is nec- 
essary to declare the gate a legal barrier. In the early 
days this old gate stood on one of the main highways 
between Statford—then a straggling village surrounded 
by open fields—and towns on the east coast, and there 
was considerable coaching through it about 100 years 
ago. The toll road was never entirely abolished, but 
the public built roads around it, and thus its natural 
monopoly disappeared. One or two efforts have been 
made recently to have the old toll gate removed alto- 
gether, but the antiquarians have come to the rescue, 
and so it stands today the oldest and one of the quaint- 
est links with the distant past. Cc B.

Breed from the best-known layers and rest assured that 
the procreative faculties will be transmitted. The next 
in importance is feed. 

“From experiments that have taken place both in 
America, in England and in Germany, at the different 
experimental stations, as to thé best feeds for poultry, 
having in view the production of eggs, they. each con- 
clude that a daily ration which contains a proportion 
of four or five of carbohydrates to one of altuminoids 
is the most suitable. To simplify it, I might say that 
albuminoids are the flesh and muscle-forming princi- 
pals and the carbohydrates are heat and fat-producing 
principals. 

“Now no grain in itself contains these proportions. 
Therefore it is only by finding out a daily ration of 
many grains, etc., that the correct feed can be obtained. 
[ have in my possession a list of different feeds that 
give a proportion of carbohydrates to albuminoids of 
from four to five to one. Appended are a few: 

_ “Morning feed—One part pea meal, one part cooked 
potatoes. Evening feed—Maize. Ratio carbohydrates, 
4% to 1 of albuminoids. . 


“Morning feed—Two parts of middlings and one of 
horse beef.

“Times” Poultry Readers in England. 


Verily, The Times do circulate, even among the poul- 
try breeders and fanciers of all nations, for here comes 
a timely and interesting contribution from Enoch Ath- 
erton, president of the Blackburn and District Fan- 
ciers Society of King Edward's domain, in reply to our 


inquiry of a few weeks ago, “Is Poultry Culture a 


Humbug?’ His conclusion, based on years of experi- 
ence, is that not only is poultry not a humbug, but that 
it is one of the recognized economies of an enlightened 
agricultural practice. But let Mr. Atherton tell his 
own story: a 

“I see you invite articles of a practical nature. I shall 
try to write you one; and it may also be taken as a 
reply to C. N. Whitaker. The three most important 
things to be observed in utility poultry keeping are: 
(1) Strain, (2) feed, and (3) housing. 


“I have put strain first, as I regard that of primary 
importance. By strain we mean a breed of birds that 
have been bred for the development of a particular 
characteristic. Not enough poultry keepers realize the 
importance of this. To most of them one hen is as 
good as another, but to the man who is going to make 
a business of it it is imperative that he shall realize 
its importance. If a man desired to breed a class of 
Leghorn fowls of abnormal size, he would get some 
fairly large hens, and mate them up with a good-sized 
cockerel. The progeny from these would be, generally 
speaking, on the large side. Some of them would be 
similar in size to their parents, some would be less, 
and some would be larger. He would take the largest 
and breed from those. This principal of breeding from 
the largest would be purgued until in three or four 
generations, one thing w characterize his birds, and 
that would be size. The same if he wanted color.

“The same tactics must be followed in breeding for 
egg production. Breed from nothing only the best trap- 
nested birds, and if you have to purchase your eggs, be 
sure they come from a firm where this principle is 
worked, and make no mistake. Don’t be satisfied with 
sittings from birds related to them. Have them direct 
from the place where the principle is in operation. It 
will pay you to give a higher price if you can only be

The above organ- 
ization has so far approved of it as to supply every 
member of that society with a copy. With regard to 
housing I cannot speak of what will be required in 
Southern California, not being personally acquainted 
with your climate. But the hen is no humbug. Many 
people fail to do well with their poultry because they 
don’t treat them properly. A_ strain of poor layers 
coupled with indifferent feeding is inviting failure. I 
venture to say that $250 spent properly in poultry, along 
with intelligent treatment, will bring in a better reward 
for time and trouble expended than such a sum spent 
on any other kind of domestic animal in man’s service. 

“Poultry keeping is no game of chance. You don't 
get something for nothing, yet’ that seems to be what 
some people expect. If any one has an idea that all 
that is required is to buy some fowls, throw some corn 
or wheat down during the day, and go round with the 
egg basket at night and reap a harvest, drop it. 

“It means much more. It means continual work nine 
or ten hours per day, seven days per week, and fifty- 
two weeks in the year. In the spring there will be the 
mating up and hatching, and in the summer and au- 
tumn the moulting and killing off, and in the winter 
the special feeding and housing which this season 
brings. 

“But as I have said before, carried on properly, it is 
model life. The work is not laborious, but light and 
pleasant. And the reward in this industry is just like 
any other, according to the amount of intelligent effort 
expended on it.” 

A Pinch of Salt. 


A correspondent sends in a bit of advice easily worth 
consideration: “It is my firm belief, after years of 
successful breeding, that we do not get enough salt 
to closely-confined poultry.

ecialists in the Woods. 
Opp Ways IN WHICH MAINE MEN 
MAKE A LIVING. 


From New York Sun. 


NLY people who have poked around up there more 
or less realize how many persons make a living 
out of the Maine woods. This reference is not to 
the lumbermen and the pulp-stuff choppers. Their 
presence in the woods is a matter of course. This is a 
word about the army of specialists. One might say 
that they are the gleaners who follow the red-shirted 


reapers whose harvest is the giants of the forest. The | 


side issues of the Maine woods feed many mouths; and 
speaking about mouths there are of course the gum 
pickers. 

They are just getting at their work in the woods 
now. Some people have an idea that spruce gum is 
gathered in the forest by the lumbermen at odd jobs. 
It may be remarked in passing that from 4:30 a.m. un- 
til dark the Maine loggers have something else to do. 
They haven't any hankering to climb trees. 

Practically all the spruce gum of commerce is gath- 
ered by men who make it their business and work at 
it as steadily as a man in a factory. You will find the 
snowshoe trail of these busy chaps zigzagging through 
pathiess stretches, and if you happen to be up that 
way you will see their camp fires glowing deep in many 
a lonely glen. 

Few people behold them at their work. The constant 


There is more or less excitement about gum picking. 
The standard price for gum is $1 a pound, and a fancy 
article of clear nuggets brings $1.50. Some days when 
lucky strikes are frequent, the gum picker can clear 
from $5 to $10. | 

The gum picker can sel] even the scraps and chip- 
pings. The patent spruce gum maker boils those down. 
Several medicine firms also make a spruce-gum cough 
balsam. 

Maine gum pickers usually travel in pairs. Some go 
on their own hook, others are employed by wholesale 
druggists. Usually they range over wide territory, 
sleeping here and.there in the deserted logging camps

If a city man happens to be ordered into the woods 
by his physician he would do well to take up gum 
picking for his pastime, even if he does not care for the 
money.

It 
takes him abroad through the crisp winter air and gives 
him an excuse for “hucking it.” 

A gum picker’s equipment comprises warm clothing, 
snowshoes, climbers—such as telegraph linemen use—a

As they are obliged to tote their household supplies 
on a@ moose sled, they are frugal in their diet. With 
plenty of work, a few bushels of beans, flour and molas- 
ses, a gum picker is fixed nicely for a long and cold 
winter. He figures that it costs him about 50 cents a 


week, and if he is handy with his gun he reduces ex- 
penses materially. 


Of course it is rather lonely sometimes in the deep 
woods, but there is a pretty bright side to the picture. 

The gum picker rolls off his bunk in the morning, 
his nostrils full of the good green savor of the spruce 
boughs beneath his head all night. He fries his bacon, 
warms his beans and sloofs at his steaming tin of 
tea. 

Then he has a leisurely smoke before the sputtering 
embers of the fire, gets his kit on his back and his gum 
bag under his arm, ties a lunch of biscuit and ginger 
bread in his handkerchief, straps on his snowshoes and

Here and there he sees a tall spruce marked by a 


seam through which its life blood has oozed for years. 


The bubbles have crept out and have been clarified 
day by day in the sun and the rain. They have ab- 
sorbed the odoriferous breath of the forest. 


There they are at last, amber and garnet nuggets, 


ready for the picker’s chisel and for the teeth of the 


gum-chewing girls far away in the city. Sometimes the 


picker goes up on his climbers and taps and ticks and 
picks like a giant woodpecker. Sometimes the tree is 
felled. 

The gum king of the Moosehead region is a rather 
cranky old chap, who has been at the business ever 
since he was a youth. He roams all over that region 
and has reduced the thing to a science. 


At regular intervals he makes a trip through some 
remote district and” wounds the spruces with his axe 
and chisel. Then after a few years he travels around 
that way and gathers the gum. 

It is only in Maine that the great gum nuggets with 
centers like the red of a dying coal are obtained, and 
the folks that chew gum say that for yanking qualities 
this gum beats the world. | | 


The Maine hoop-pole man makes even better wages — 
than his brother the gum picker. The hoop-pole man 


follows along in the wake of the loggers. 

He barbers the face of the hillsides of stuff that no 
one else wants. He is after the second growth, as the 
young birch and ash are called. These spring up around 
‘the rotting stumps. 

The hoop-pole man takes a horse with him in his 
tours. _He ctits the poles, and the horse hauls them 
to camp by daylight. 


fire and quacking at his black pipe. 

' Sometimes the poles. are sold round, but the har- 
vester who trims his own. stuff and shaves the hoops 
recéives two or three cents each for the finished prod- 
uct, and that pays. The hoop-pole business is pretty 
steady work, but the evenings are pleasant, after all, 
with the slish of the shaves, the crackle of the fire and 
the rumble of story telling. Even the rabbit, up-ending 
outside, looks in through the windows at the light and 
warmth, waggles his ears and wishes he ‘might join the 
group. | 

As soon as the hoop poles are sold each is marked 
across with red chalk a little way from the end. For 
some time in certain parts of Maine persons did a snug 
business by stealing poles, but nowadays no dealer will 
buy any that have been thus marked. Yet sometimes 
the canny thief cuts off the ends that bear the chalk 
mark. 

A while ago one man sold his hoop poles to a @aler, 
who marked them and laid them in his sled. Then the 
seller came around by night, stole the poles, cut them 
off and sold them to another dealer as hoops for half- 
barrels. It may be seen, therefore, that the city man 


| doesn’t know all the tricks. If this enterprising hoop- 


pole man could have got the hoops once more he could 
have trimmed them down and disposed of them as 
hoops for nail kegs. | 3 ae 

Then there is the ax-handle man. He needs ash of a 
larger growth than the hoop-pole saplings. The trees 
are chopped in the fall, and then by means of a “froe”’ 
and ax, each handle is roughly blocked out, Then they 
are buried so that they may season without cracking. 

As an additional- precaution against parting of the 
fibers the broad end of each handle is daubed with a 
sort of paint the principal ingredient of which is grease. 
Ash goes to pieces easily if the sun gets at it, and the 
ax-handle man must be careful of his wares. The rough 
handles are sent away to the factory as soon as the 
snow comes. 

Of all tough jobs the ship-knee man has the worst in 
the woods. The knees bring good prices, but the man 
who gets them out earns every cent. 

He goes prospecting with an ax, hunting for hack or 
back juniper or tamarack. When one is found, he looks 
to see if it has the proper crook in its root. If the 
right angle is there and the root proves sound, he sets 
to work digging it out—and it is a muscle-racking job. 

‘The Indian who hunts after basket stuff or birch bark 
for a canoe hull is the most patient searcher, The big 
birches are few and far between in the Maine woods, 


and sometimes an Indian from the Penobscot or Passa-. 


maquoddy tribe will tramp a hundred miles before he 
finds a tree that will yield a piece of bark without 
knothole or crack and which will be large enough for 
a canoe. | 

A number of men are now making good money in 
the Maine woods by searching the brooks for fresh- 
water clams. They are getting some good pearls from 
these bivalves. Some hunters in the Moosehead re- 
gion recently found a pearl valued at $200. ee 

The most unsocial folk in the Maine forests are the 
trappers. They don’t want any one within twenty miles 
of them. Gunners will steal from the traps, they be- 
lieve, and lumbermen scare away game. Even bhob- 
cats rob them, as bloody smears near a rifled trap in- 
dicate. 

Some of the old trappers have a twenty-mile circuit 
of traps and resent it if any neighbors come that way. 
Some of the biggest rough and tumbles that the Maine 
beavers have ever witnessed have been fought out by 
bow-legged old trappers who have chanced to cross 
trails and have believed that they were being crowded 
on a hundred square miles of territory.

Burbank’s Rationality. 


HE attempt to commercialize the genius of Luther 

Burbank has been given its quietus by Mr. Burbank 
’ Rhimself, according to the latest statements made by the 
Law Brothers and Oscar E. Binner. These last-named 
gentlemen had prepared to organize a syndicate, with 
the best of commercial intentions, for the purpose of 
exploiting the markets for the sale of all the Burbank 
’ Creations not already disposed of. A preliminary con- 
tract had been signed by the parties concerned, but the 
final approval of the scheme was withheld by Mr. Bur- 
bank before the corporation was formed and the goods 
delivered. For this refusal, the world owes Burbank a 
debt of approval second only to its obligations to him 
as a great horticulturist. 


The Times was not one of the large publications to 
“slop over’ on the proposed syndicate to be organized 
to give the world the benefit of the Santa Rosa ‘‘crea- 
tions,” at so much, or so much and a half per ‘“crea- 
ture.” The corporation would have invested about 
$1,000,000 in the enterprise, so it was reported by the 
not too reliable portions of the press. Being organized 
for basiness, the company would have been compelled 
to foist everything upon the people that came from 
Burbank’s proving grounds—good, bad and indifferent. 
What a harvest that would have been for even the hon- 
est corporation that proposed to handle the output of 
Burbank’s genius, to say nothing about the aftermath 
of promoters that would exploit: the public through the 
general distribution of the worthless things produced 
by Burbank, or to which by some hook or crook his 
name could be attached. 


No gone knows better than does Mr. Burbank the 
worthlessness, commercially speaking, of a high per- 
centage of his productions, and I do not read into his 
refusal anything but the truth in saying that it was 
governed by his fear of future results should everything 
he turned out be exploited in beautiful lithograph and 
attractive text to induce the world to purchase. It is 
a pleasure and a duty to commend Mr. Burbank for this 
decision, which means to me, at least, that the scientist 
and lover of plants have dominated, and that through 
this decision the people will be «permitted to use what 
may be good in his productions without the commercial 
exploitation that would have been necessary had the 
business been capitalized for a great sum of money. 
Burbank, the people and the promotion firm all have 
cause to rejoice at this happy ending of a pipe dream, 
but most of all the great plant breeder who has again 
assumed his beloved position in the eyes of fhe world. 


Adroit Pleading. 


N eastern fruit trade journal of great consequence 

has a most plausible editoria) explaining how some 
of the independent citrus growers get higher prices for 
their fruit than do the exchange growers. The edito- 
rial commends the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
as the most perfect organization of its kind in exist- 
ence, but holds that certain independents get more 
money for their fruit, explaining the alleged fact by 
the statement that it is done through superior pack- 
ing. But the eastern trade journal takes too much for 
granted and does not know enough about California 
practices to be exact in its statements. All things are 
not what they seem. Let’s take an invoice. 


I know one association which makes a speciaity of 
“choice” oranges, preferring to pack in that grade much 
“fancy” fruit and getting more money for the output 
than it would to strain the pack to the “fancy” point. 
In the market reports that association stands as a sec- 
ond-rater: in orchard returns it is not far from the 
head of the list. Another well-known shipper outside 
the exchange turns out pfincipally fancy fruit as far 
as the auction returns show. What is done with the 
lower-grade fruit I have never heard, but | do know 
from seeing several crops there that there is the usual 
‘quantity of choice and standards. To figure the profits 
of this orchard one would have to consider the unpub- 
lished part of the returns. Another shipper may choose 
to make a great advertisement out of his returns—or his 
broker may. I have even heard the accuracy of these 
fancy prices disputed by a rival shipper, but that is not 
very good testimony. But no one will dispute the fact 
that is the level of fair prices that has redeemed the 
citrus fruit business, and that is what the average ex- 
change grower wants and what he is getting. [ do not 
doubt the fact that high advertising, fancy packing and 
extreme culling may maintain a contizvous market at

hight figures, but we should figure the cost of these 
practices in determining profits. 
Finally, to the trade journal | would say that, were 
it not for the marketing policies of the exchange, of 
which thorough distribution is paramount, the journal 
would have no high prices to commend anywhere. 
Forty per cent. of the citrus fruits of this State is mar- 
keted “independently,” but just as dependently in real- 
ity upon the work of the ‘exchange, as is a member of 
the latter in the selling of his fruit. The trade jour- 
nal’s thinly-veiled plea for commission sales would look 
ludicrous in the face of all the facts. uF 


Treatment of Phylloxera. 


HE readers of The Times are herein favored with the 

opportunity of perusing a personal letter from the 
Minister of Agriculture of France, writtén Senator C. B. 
Bills of Sacramento, regarding the destruction of phyl- 
loxera in France. The treatments described in this let-. 
ter represent the final conclusions of the Superior Com- 
mission appointed te investigate the pest that had rob- 
bed that country of tens-of-millions of dollars before 
the use of resistant vine stock became of general use, 
and is yet an unconquerable pest with the old vineyards. 
The artificial remedies have been figured down to three, 
and are as follows: 


“The submersion is only applied in lowlands on the 
borders of streams and rivers. This system requires 
that the water remain for a period of forty days with a 
depth of at least a minimum of 25 centimeters (about 
one inch.) At certain very favored vineyards water is 
brought there by natural inclination. Frequently the 
water is drawn by centrifugal pumps worked by steam

at any one point. The submersion is applied during 
the repose of vegetation from November to January. 
By submersion the phy!loxera dies of suffocation by lack 
of air. The sheet of liquid covering the soil and pene- 
trating it prevents any subterraneous atmosphere. The 
submersion is done every year. 

“Sulphur of carbone is the means the most employed. 
In a number of places, in the middle for instance, the 
sulphur of carbone process having been annually applied 
to the vines for the last thirty years has permitted the 
preservation of these old French vines. The sulphur 
of carbone is introduced into the soil by means of pals 
injectors. The injections are made by means of holes 
placed at equal distances one from the other. The doses 
of insecticide vary between 200 to 250 and even 300 kilo- 
grams (one kilogram equals eighteen ounces.) The 
treatment must be renewed each year. In she south of 
France they prefer to treat the soil in winter and spring. 
In regions higher up the operations are mostly done in 
summer and autumn. 

“Sulfo-carbonate of potassium requires a preparation 
of the soil consisting in something being placed at the 
foot of the vines—usually basins or holders. Into these 
basins or holders is poured the sulfo-carbonate. Each 
dose consisting of 70 to 80 grams of material for 10 to 15 
liters of water per square metier (700 to 800 milograms 
of insecticide per 100 metiers.) If the solution is ab- 
sorbed 25 to 30 further litres of water are poured to fa- 
cilitate the absorption into all the soil where the roots 
are. Ordinarily the treatment is done in winter, but you 
can really treat the soil at all times, which is in fact 
the principal advantage of this process.

Ff’ HE introduction of a national quarantine bill to 

prevent the shipment of infected plants from one 
State to another seems to be meeting the fate of similar 
measures proposed in the past. Congress will no doubt 
let the matter rest, as it has done so often before, spite 
of the fact that the last bill was drawn up by Califor- 
nia fruit men, in such an able document. It is strange 


to note what little progress has been made in national — 


and interstate quarantine since the first effort in this 
line was made by this State nearly twenty years ago. 
In fact no progress has been made whatever, though 
California alone has done much to protect her own in- 
terests without the aid of Congress. 

I remember what a furore the Caminetti bill made 


Caminetti was then a California Representative in Con- 


gress, and is now State Senator for the Tenth district. His | 
measure made it a criminal offense for the railroads and | 
express companies to carry infected nursery stock.

Of course, insect enemies have to be contended with, 
and among these the cutworms are the worst. These 
are the young of several varieties of moths, and as they 
hide beneath the ground during the day ang commit 
their depredations in the night, they are a very difficult 
pest to cope with.. The best method of handling these 
pests is preventive. A few days before planting, spray 
a lot of freshly-cut weeds and grass with Paris green, 
and place the poisoned materia! in little piles over the 
land. The worms having no other food within reach, 
will eat this.and be poisoned. By this means a very 
large part of the pests can be destroyed before the 
plants are set out.—[Town and Country Journal.

Political Fruit Packers. 
HE “Market Gossip” of Edgar A. Wright in the Fruit 


World every week is an ideal melange for the purpose 
intended—interest, information and a little humor. I 
have never gotten into these “gossip” columns of Mr. 
Wright's, though I know him very well and admire his 
work. So here's to a chance at even a line of notice. 
He lets Kenneth McRae divide all fruit packers into two 
classes, Bamely, political and non-political, and indorses 
this segregation. “There are Forakers, Haskells, Platts 
and Depews in the fruit business as surely as we find 


them in our national political parties.” But their num- 


ber has been rapidly growing less for lo, these many 
years, and now the growers cannot expect and do not 
deserve anything better than their business ability is 
able to provide. 
business have been eliminated as thoroughly as have 
the quartet of statesmen named, and even now one can- 
not put his hand upon one such as cumbered the citrus 
market of the country a dozen years ago. If the citrus 
people rule, it must be on the level of the average busi- 
ness sense of the rulers. We have tried the autocratic 
plan to the tune of millions of profits that did not tickle 
the palms of those entitled to them. 

There may be some “political packers” in the ex- 
change, as Mr. Wright avers—men who are doing busi- 
ness solely for the salaries they get. But the average 
quality of service rendered by these local association 


managers is superior to anything with which I am ac- ~ 


quainted tin commercial life. Some of them handle large 
sums of money, but I have never heard of a defalcation, 
or even the misappropriation of “cull money.” They 
are of the people whom they serve with so much good 
results, and most all of them are fruit growers them- 
selves. The fact is, the exchange plan contemplates the 
removal of all disturbing elements, from the loca) pack- 
ing-house clear through to the market. There is not 
onty a moral pressure all up and down the line, a busi- 
ness advantage to every factor pulling for good service 
and a chain of responsibilities that effect good results, 
but there is an element of continuity and stability al) 
through the plan that discourages poor service as a 
mere expediency for temporary gain. A local packing- 
house associated with the exchange is an institution: 
an arrangement with a commission man to pack a sea- 
son’s crop is an incident. In which would we look for 
makeshift and poor service generally? However, the 
“political packer” should be eliminated, whether found 
in the exchange or out of it. :

Clothes and the Man. 
A NOTHER experienced traveler has testified to the 


fact that, as a rule, the amount of clothes worn 
by native tribes is in inverse proportion to their 


‘morality. The following dispatch from New York was 


recently published in The Times: 

“If American women wore less clothes, they would 
be more modest. The women of Africa wear very little 
raiment, and they are the most moral women in the 
world.’ 


“This is the novel contention of Arthur George Pome- 


Toy Collen, son of the retired English officer, Lieut.- 


Gen. Sir Edwin Collen, for forty years a resident of 
British East Africa. For seven years, Mr. Collen was 
one of the assistant district officers of the East Africa 
protectorates, and during that time he made a special 
study of the women of Africa. 


“‘Clothes make the savage women shy and coquet- 
tish,’ Mr. Collen said. ‘I have noticed that in the native 
garb, which consists of a strip of bark or bit of woolen 
blanket, they are as unconscious of their charms as 
children. 

“*A white shirt waist and a skirt, to which the mis- 
sionary introduces them, seems to sow the first seeds 
of vanity. As soon as it is explained to them that they 
are without sufficient covering, it has the most demor- 
alizing effect upon them. They become vain, flirtatious 
and conceited when they are invested with apparel.’” 

As frequently stated here, clothing is essentially a 
question, not of morality, but of custom—of habit. 

In Turkey, it has been considered until recently—and 
is still, except among some of the more advanced “new 
women”—indecent for a woman to expose her face to 
any man but her husband. Consequently, sometimes,

her single garment over her head to hide her face from 
the passer-by.

Several of her relatives who are ailing will imitate 
her example, 


About the same time, a woman 41 years old, in Van- 


_ couver, fasted thirty-seven days to reduce her weight 
. for a serious operation, doing so under the advice of her 


physician. Her weight was reduced from 254 pounds to 
199 pounds. She suffered no inconvenience, and ex- 
pressed herself after the fast as regretting that she 
did not continue a few days longer. During the fast, 
she did all the housework, as usual, cooking for her 
husband and three sons. 

Fasting is an excellent thing, and sometimes it is 
the only cure for a chronic disease. “Dry diet’’ isealso 
a good thing, where for a time the liquid is restricted 
to just enough to satisfy physiological thirst. To ab- 
stain entirely from all liquid for such a length of time 
as this is, however; not only unusual, but unnatural, 
and might be dangerous. During a fast, a person should 
drink of soft water just sufficient to satisfy the natural 
thirst.

Lemons and Hot Water. 


CORRESPONDENT writes as follows: 

“For some months I have been drinking one quart 
of hot water (sipping it slowly) in the morning, into 
which I put the juice of one lemon and one-half a grape 
fruit. Then again about 9 o’clock p.m. I drink one pint 
of cold water, with the juice of a lemon and one-half of 
a grape fruit. (1) Do you consider this injurious—too 
much acid? ; 

(2) {s it a bad combination to take milk or cream 
along with the juice of lemons or pomelo (grape fruit?) 
And if so, why?” 

Replies: 

(1) Yes. Twice too much. Omit the grape fruit or 
the lemon. Also, it is not a good thing to drink so much 
hot water regularly. It is debilitating. Cool water is 
better, as a regular thing. Also, a glassful is better 
than a pint, and a pint is better than a quart. Don’t 
drink when you are not thirsty any more than you 
should eat when you are not hungry. 

(2) No. A most appetizing and wholesome food bev- 
erage may be made by beating up the juice of half a 
lemon in a glass of sweet milk. This is more whole- 
some than buttermilk. It should be sipped slowly, not 
swallowed hastily, because it is not a drink, but a food.
